We're  also  for- 
tunate because  Sid  and  his  wife,  Kay,  in- 
troduced us  to  Janice  Scott,  whose 
great  lettering  and  drawings  have  given 
style  and  grace  to  our  February,  March, 
and  now  April  Folios.  We  are  very  pleased 
to  present  the  work  of  these  two  fine  ar  - 
tists

Last  April  KPFK  had  a  marathon.  We 
want  to  avoid  one  this  April,  yet  to  con- 
tinue to  operate  we  must  realize  as  much 
in  contributions  as  we  did  during  that 
period. 

A  short  marathon  can  be  'un  for  every- 
one--it  stirs  us  up,  can  be  exciting,  hu- 
man and  dramatic;  but  a  long  mara- 
thon gets  to  be  a  desperate,  harrowing 
struggle  for  all  of  us.  On  the  air  we  get 
to  sounding  pitiable  and  pleading.  We 
seriously  interrupt  important  program 
broadcasting.  We  are,  therefore,  faced 
with  a  perplexing  dilemma.  We  need  the 
funds  to  continue  broadcasting,  yet  we 
have  to  interrupt  broadcasting  to  get  the 
funds  we  must  have  to  continue  broad- 
casting. 

We  have  what  we  think  is  a  wocVabIa 
solution-a  SILENT  MARATHON.  It 
works  this  way.  During  this  period  if 
you  will  pledge  or  contribute  the  same 
amount  you  did  last  year  for  the  mara- 
thon, but  do  so  without  our  having  to 
disrupt  our  programs.. .if  you  give  your 
same  marathon  support  (or  even  a  lit- 
tle bit  more,  if  you  can). ..it  will  resolve 
this  dilemma.  And  if  you  didn't  make  a 
contribution  last  year,  or  if  the  mara- 
thon turned  you  as  well  as  the  programs 
off,  take  this  opportunity  to  join  the 
others  who  kept  the  station  on  the  air 
so  you  could  listen  to  it. 

We  think  this  is  a  rational  way  of  going 
about  raising  the  money  we  must  have. 
We  will  also  use  this  time  to  promote 
new  subscribers  to  widen  our  base  of 
support  and  participation.  You  can 
help  us  in  this  effort  too  by  encour- 
aging people  you  know  to  listen  to  the 
station,  subscribe,  and  contribute.

REPORT  TO  THE  NATIONAL  BOARD 
OF  DIRECTORS,  March  10,  1969 

1968: 

FINANCIAL:  In  cakindar  1968  our  in- 
come was  $217,000  which  was  an  in- 
crease of  $15,000  over  1967.  Our  ex- 
penses were  $238,000,  a  reduction  of 
$32,000  from  1967.  This  reduction  of 
expenses  started  in  August  when  we  cut 
expenses  from  an  average  of  almost  $23, 
000  per  month  to  about  $17,000  per 
iTtonth.  Our  average  monthly  expense 
in  1968  was  approximately  $20,000  per 
month  and  our  average  income  was 
$18,000  per  month.  We  pperatad  at  a 
deficit  of  $27,000  in  1968  compared  to 
a  deficit  of  $67,000  in  1967. 
SUBSCRIPTIONS:  KPFK  enjoyed  its 
greatest  number  of  new  subscribers  in 
1968  (4,106)  and  as  of  February  1,  we 
were  at  our  highest  level  of  subscribers 
since  1967  (9,864). 

EQUIPMENT:  Conversion  to  stereo  was 
accomplished  by  September.  This  modi- 
fication not  only  improved  our  signal  by 
an  order  of  magnitude  (it  is  rated  as  the 
best  in  Southern  California)  but  has  sub- 
stantially increased  our  reliability.  We 
have  decreased  our  off-the-air  time  by 
two -thirds. 

Part  of  this  installation  included  a  micro- 
wave line  to  Mt.  Wilson,  eliminating  the 
previously  used  phone  lines  whkh,  in 
addition  to  giving  erratic  service,  cost 
ttw  station  over  three  thousand  dollars 
per  year.  Other  major  items  of  the  con- 
version were  rMw  turntables,  a  new  con- 
sole (board),  stereo  exciter,  and  appro- 
priate monitoring  equipment.  In  the 
process  and  with  volunteer  help,  we  re- 
modeled our  master  control  and  its  ad- 
jacent studio.  A  side  benefit  to  the 
conversion  is  the  reduction  by  more 
than  $2,000  in  our  annual  maintenance 
costs. 

PERSONNEL:  We  have  established  a 
strong  management  group  consisting  of 
Phil  Watson,  Chris  Koch.  Andy  Getz. 
and  myself.  This  group  works  well  to- 
gether and.  as  a  result  of  weekly  meet- 
ings, we  have  a  more  comprehensive 
understanding  of  related  areas  and  can 
provide  assistance  to  one  another  as  and 
when  necessary. 

We  successfully  re-negotiated  our  union 
contract  and  have  begun  the  long  pro- 
cess of  establishing  good  working  rela- 
tionships with  other  madia-related  un- 
ions and  organizations  in  the  area. 

We  have  experienced  a  number  of  fail- 
ures, learned  from  them  we  hope,  and 
fiave  enjoyed  a  number  of  successes. 
All    in   all,    1968  was  a  good  year. 

1969: 

Our  license  was  renewed  for  a  three- 
year  term.  We've  increased  our  new 
subscription  rate  from  $15  to  $24  and 
from  $10  to  $12.  It's  still  too  early  to 
know  the  effect  but  we  are  optimistic. 
Renewals  remain  at  S15  for  one  more 
year. 

Negotiations  are  almost  complete  for 
the  opening  of  a  remote  broadcast  facil- 
ity in  the  black  community  (in  cooper- 
ation with  that  community).  The  Ket- 
tering  Foundation   is  a  significant  con- 
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tributor    and   we  will    be   applying   for 
l^ants  from  a  number  of  other  founda- 
tions in  the  coming  weeks.     We  all  re- 
gard this  as  a  major  broadcasting  experi- 
ment and  a  valuable  contribution  to  the 
community -both  black  and  white.    The 
formal  opening  is  scheduled  for  March 
24.     I   view  this  center  as  having  sub- 
stantial additional  benefit  to  the  com- 
munity, Pacifica  in  general  and  KPFK 
in    particular.       The    facility   will    have 
two  major  purposes:      1.     To  train  peo- 
ple   in    the    technique    of    broadcasting 
arxl  production;  artd  2.    To  air  the  re- 
sults  of    that  training.     At  the  present 
understanding,    the    Kettering    Fourtda- 
tion    will    guarantee    50%    of    the   first 
year's   operating   budget  ($40,000)    ar>d 
KPFK  will  assume  the  responsibility  of 
raising  the  other  half. 
I    have    applied    for    operational    fund 
grants  from    both  the  City  Council  of 
Los  Angeles  and  from  the  County  Board 
of  Supervisors,  respectively   in  the  am- 
ounts of  $50,000  and  $100,000.     The 
receipt  of  these  funds  wouM  markedly 
reduce  our  fiscal  plight  and  perhaps  even 
allow  us  to  expand  various  vital  areas  of 
our    operation,   such   as  remote   equip- 
ment,  reporters  and   promotion. 
BUDGET:      Our   1969  budget  is  $222. 
000,  which  is  approximately  the  same 
as  our  income  for  last  year.     It  is  our 
hope  that  with  the  increased  subscrip- 
tion   rate    and    with    activities  such   as 
the  Watts  project,  we  will   be  able  to 
raise    considerably    more    money.      We 
are  setting  a  goal  for  ourselves  this  year 
of  establishing  new  facilities.     It  is  also 
our   goal    (for    the   first  time   in   KPFK 
history)    to    get   away  from   deficit  fi- 
nancing.

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MESSIAEN 

After  a  generation  of  the  great  critical  putdown,  the  extraordinary  music  of  Olivier  Messiaen  is  finally  receiving 
the  attention  it  has  always  deserved.  The  recent  RCA  recording  of  his  Turangallla-Symphonie  was  a  best  seller, 
and  Et  Expecto  Resurrectionem  Mortuorum  has  become  a  standard  in  head  circles.  Eternally  oblivious  to  musical 
fashion,  eternally  in  advance  of  the  musical  wolf  pack,  he  was  exploring  oriental  modes  and  hindu  rhythms  twen- 
ty-five years  ago.  One  short  piano  piece  of  his  (Mode  de  Valeurs  et  d'Intensites,  from  the  Etudes  de  Rythmelgave 
rise  to  the  entire  postwar  school  of  totally  serialized  music.  For  Messiaen, this  one  short  piece  was  enough;  he  went 
on  to  further  discoveries  while  the  flock  turned  out  totally  serialized  nonentities  for  years  afterward.  His  recent 
preoccupation  with  bird  calls  has  produced  fascinating  scores,  but  one  shudders  to  think  of  the  results  should  this, 
too,  become  a  fad 

If  Messiaen  is  finally  becoming  respected  as  a  composer,  he  has  always  been  revered  as  a  teacher.  And,  as  a  tea- 
cher, his  influence  on  the  music  of  the  second  half  of  this  century  is  incalculable.  For  one  man  to  have 
been  the  teacher  of  Pierre  Boulez,  Karlheinz  Stockhausen,  Yannis  Xenakis,  among  many  famous  others,  an 
array  covering  talents  as  diverse  as  Jean  Barraque  and  Lalo  Schifrin  to  think  of  all  of  them  being  influenced  by 
this  one  man  is  staggering  He  has  outdone  the  two  famous  teacher-composers  to  date,  Franck  and  Schoenberg, 
and  without  imposing  his  own  personality  and  style  upon  his  pupils 

The  teaching  continues, as  does  the  flow  of  compositions.  And  now,  at  last,  comes  the  recognition.  Prediction: 
within  ten  years,  Messiaen  and  his  music  will  command  the  adulation  now  reserved  only  for  Stravinsky,  among  liv- 
ing composers. 

And,  lo  begin,  this  small  homage  fiom  Pacifica,  During  this  inonth,  we  shall  play  all  his  compositions  which 
have  appeared  on  commercial  records,  plus,  if  possible,  a  few  that  have  not  yet  been  recorded.  We  will  also  feature 
music  by  his  teachers, by  his  associates  in  a  French  composers  association  of  the  1930's,Le  Jeune  France, and  com 
positions  by  as  many  of  his  pupils  as  can  be  located.  It  will  be  a  full  dose.  We  hope  KPFK's  listeners  will  all  be 
Messiaenophiles  by  April  30,  However,  no  matter  your  reaction  to  his  music  per  se.  By  the  end  of  the  month, 
Messiaen  will  be  indelibly  impressed  m  yOLir  memory     He  is  not  fornettable

There  is  an  old  Chinese  adage  (which  I've  just  made  up)  that  goes  "if  you  try  to  kiss  your- 
self, on  the  fanny,  you  end  up  with  a  broken  neck." 

This  month  Hollywood  once  again  bestows  on  itself  its  "highest  accolade",  the  Academy 
Awards. 

In  1940,  for  a  quick  example,  the  Academy  of  Motion  Picture  Arts  and  Sciences  by  way 
of  its  voting  membership  regarded  James  Stewart's  performance  in  The  Philadelphia 
Story  as  finer  than  that  of  Orson  Welles'  in  Citizen  Kane  or  Charlie  Chaplin's  in  TheGreat 
Dictator. 

The  Academy's  curious  gauge  of  esthetic  measurement  has  resulted  in  their  exclusion  of 
honoring  such  artists  as  Greta  Garbo,  Edward  G.  Robinson,  W.  C.  Fields,  Laurel  and 
Hardy,  Claude  Rains,  Jean  Renoir,  Preston  Sturges,  Fred  Astaire,  Alfred  Hitchcock  and 
John  Barrymore,  among  others. 

On  the  other  hand,  Loretta  Young,  Grace  Kelly,  Red  Buttons,  and  Bing  Crosby  have  re- 
ceived Oscars,  as  has  C.  B.  De  Mille  for  that  singular  motion  picture  accomplishment  The 
Greatest  Show  On  Earth  and  Julie  Andrews  for  her  definitive  portrayal  of  Mary  Popplns 
in  the  film  of  the  same  name,  aceing  out  Anne  Bancroft  and  Kim  Stanley. 

In  fairness,  it  must  be  pointed  out  that  Sir  Lawrence  Oliver,  Anna  Magnani  and  Kath- 
rine  Hepburn  have  won  statuettes,  but  then  none  of  them  was  competing  against  Mary 
Poppins.

Our  Mr  Ostin  is  in  charge  of  whom  we  sign 
up.  He  doesn't  sign  a  lot  of  English  acts  He's 
turned  down  the  new  English  Acts  more  often 
than  Casanova  turned  down  the  Spring- 
maids.  In  London,  they  call  him  "Dr.  No."  As 
a  matter  of  fact,  he's  turned  down  every  new 


act  from  England  for  a  solid  22  months. 

Twenty-two  months  ago  was  the  last  one 
before  The  Pentangle  that  he  signed.  Twenty- 
two  months  ago  was  Jimi  Hendrix.  A  fact. 

Or,  as  the  girls  on  the  lawn  down  at  Holly- 
wood High  would  say,  "Wow!  Pretty  heavy!" 

Getting  back  to  The  Pentangle.  they'll  be 
here  in  America  soon.  Sitting  very  still  on 
stage.  Stark  dressed.  No  flash.  And  (we  hope) 
sounding  excellent.  We  realize  how  little  our 
hopes  excite  you.  But  then,  22  months  back, 
in  this  very  same  place,  we  ran  a  hopeful  ad 
about  The  Jimi  Hendrix  Experience,  and  that 
didn't  excite  you  either.

/  have  a  dream  that  one  day  on  the  red 
hills  of  Georgia  the  sons  of  former  slaves 
and  the  sons  of  former  slaveowners  will 
be  able  to  sit  down  together  at  the  table 
of  brotherhood. 

/  have  a  dream  that  one  day  even  the 
state  of  Mississippi,  a  desert  state  swelter- 
ing with  the  heat  of  injustice  and  oppres- 
sion, will  be  transformed  into  an  oasis  of 
freedom  <nd  justice.
